In Applicant's Response dated 05/24/2006, Applicant amended Claims 27, 31, 37 
and 39, cancelled Claims 28, 32 and 41-48, and argued against all objections and 
rejections previously set forth in the Office Action dated 03/28/2006. 

In light of Applicant's amendments, all objections and rejections previously set 
forth are withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27, 29-31 and 33-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 27, 31, 37 and 39: 

The closest prior art is Mercer (US 6,547,830) and Kojima (US 6,633,401), which 
are discussed throughout the prosecution of the present application and in the following 
paragraphs. 

Mercer discloses a text display system that processes and displays documents 
on a cellular telephone display screen. The system includes "Maximize Text Displayed" 
software comprising a "vertical distance reduction" module, a "font substitution" module 
and a "horizontal distance reduction" module. The maximization of the displayed text 
performed by the Maximize Text Displayed software is a "higher level formatting rule," 
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whereas the vertical distance reduction, the font substitution and the horizontal distance 
reduction performed by the modules of the software are lower level formatting rules" 
The system applies the rules to a web page accessed by a user in order to format the 
web page for display on the cellular telephone display screen. 

Kojima discloses an image forming system that creates an image based on 
transmitted data and processes the data for printing it in hard copy. The system 
comprises a sheet-saving print process that includes line pitch and font size reduction 
rules and an "ignore form feed code" rule for reformatting the data that is to be printed. 
The goal of saving sheets is a "higher level formatting rule" whereas each of the rules 
are lower level formatting rules" The system applies the rules to data that is to be 
printed in order to reduce the amount of paper required to print the data. 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method of formatting print data that 
uses both higher level and lower level formatting rules, wherein a maximum of permitted 
change for the lower level formatting rule is established and the lower level rule is 
applied to the print data either: 

• until the lower level rule is met; or 

• until the maximum of permitted change for the lower level rule is reached, 
whichever occurs first. 

Claims 29, 30, 33-36, 38 and 40: 

These claims are dependent upon Claims 27, 31 , 37 and 39, and are thus 
allowable.
